Development of New Districts 
of Agricultural Wealth 
Looming Up. 


(By the Associated Press) 
CHICAGO, 
Jan. 
\ -—Restricted 
immigration is causing the devel- i 
opulent of new agricultural regions, 
which in a few years will compete 
tbarply with American agriculture, 
in the opinion of James R. How­ 
ard, president 
of 
the 
National 
Transportation Institute. 
Expressing this opinion at the 
recent convention of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, Mr. How­ 
ard said: 
“ Development of new agricultural 
regions to feed the world is re­ 
sulting from our policy of restrict­ 
ed immigration. There is little like­ 
lihood that this 
policy 
will 
be 
changed. So far as the farmer is 
concerned the policy should be ad­ 
hered to. But this closing of our 
doors 
means 
that 
the 
congested 
populations of Europe must 
seek 
other asylums. Already promotional 
settlement programs are under way 
in various South American nations 
as well as 
in Canada, 
Australia 
and Arfica. These people crowded 
out of Europe and into new lands 
must enter agriculture because ag­ 
riculture always precedes 
industry 
in the building of any new country. 
There is no doubt that new fields 
of competition for 
the 
American 
farmer are developing. 
“ These settlements mean the es­ 
tablishment 
of 
industrial 
trade 
routes and these routes, unless the 
ships are under our flag, cannot be 
expected to be other than favorable 
to the new settlements 
and will 
have a fnost vital influence upon 
the American agriculture of 
the 
next decade. 
“ If America is to stay 
in 
the 
world 
market and produce a sur­ 
plus of agricultural products, ships 
are as much 
a part of the faro* 
equipment as plows or wagons. Too 
few farmers realize this. The 
gov­ 
ernment still owns something like a 
thousand good steel ships, operated 
at a heavy deficit of which Hie 
farmers are paying their share. We. 
cannot afiord to allow these ships 
to go out from under our 
flag 
while 
we are facing a fight 
to 
Letp both trade routes and m ar­ 
kets.”

Today is the seventy-seventh anniversary of the birth of 
Thomas Edison, universally admitted to be the world's great­ 
est inventor. 
Other men have made a few inventions but 
none approached the record of Edison. 
His inventions cover 
a wide field although he is better known in connection with 
applications of electricity than in other lines. 
When Edison began his career about the only application 
of electricity was in the telegraph. 
It was while serving a© 
a telegraph operator that he began his work as an inventor. 
He greatly enlarged the capacity of this service and then 
turned to the problem of an incandescent light 
Millions of 
these are used all over the world today. 
He, improved the 
telephone and many other advances in the science of electri­ 
city were due to his patient research. 
His patents of electri­ 
cal appliances run well up into the hundreds. 
The phonograph is anothei product of his. 
This instru­ 
ment has done much to carry all kinds of entertainment into 
the home1 and has given untold pleasure to millions. 
The moving picture is another of his most used inven­ 
tions. 
It is needless to dwell on the part this plays in the life 
of today. 
Edison’s inventions have been the foundation of in­ 
dustries that^today give employment to unnumbered thous­ 
ands both in manufacturing them and in applying them in 
the life of the day. 
He has added both to the comfort and 
convenience and to the entertainment of the human race. 
HLs influence on modern life is beyond estimating. 
Indirect­ 
ly he has done much to increase the value of real estate in 
the cities of the country. 
Millions of dollars have been spent 
on sites and buildings for electric light plants, motion picture 
theatres and other inventions, and so it goes on down the line. 
Edison has been acclaimed a wizard and a genius, but 
perhaps he stated something near the real fact in the case 
when he ascribed his success to two percent genius and 98 
percent hard work. 
Certainly his inventions have not been 
the result of accident. 
It is also certain that other men who 
lived and died unknown might have left something by which 
to be remembered had they intelligently applied Edison’s 
formula. 


William II. Taft is now the only living ex-president. 
This fact serves to call to mind that it has been many years 
since more th •mi two former chief executives were living and 
when Grover Cleveland died during Roosevelt’s adminstration 
there was none. 
In the early part of John Quincy Adams’ 
term four were living, John Adams, Jefferson, Madison and 
Monroe but never at any time since then has there been more 
than three at one time. 
Usually a man is well past middle 
age when elected and after some years of heavy responsibility 
he has no very long time ahead of him after he leaves the 
office. 
One can well imagin that the advice and information 
a former president could give a successor might be of con­ 
siderable value at times and it is stated in this respect Jeffer­ 
son was a close advisor of Madison and Monroe. 
Just how 
much influence any former president in recent years has had 
over a successor is very uncertain. 
However, it is commonly 
supposed that because Taft would not listen to Roosevelt a 
break occured between these former close friends which re­ 
sulted in the split of the party in 1912.

SEATTLE, W ash., Feb. l l . — The 
King County H um ane Society has 
started a cam paign to persuade the 
United States governm ent to slay 
15,000 cayuses on the Yakima In­ 
dian Reservation, the other side of 
the Cascade M ountains from here 
and northward from the Columbia 
River. 
"From a few .culls turned out by 
the Indians these horses have grad­ 
ually multiplied," said Charles M. 
Farrer, executive secretary of the 
society. "The range is fenced with 
wire for the moat part, and bunches 
of„ the ponies have got into the 
tan en between the fances and been 
run down by automobiles. Because 
they raid ranches, angry ranchers 
shot them. The wounded struggle 
off to die, but often before they 
do so crows, magpies and coyotes 
pounce upon them." 
Mr. Farrer explained that if the 
ponies were done away with the 
government could rent the range for 
grazing stock, thus producing an 
income of several thousand dollars 
annually for the Indian wards of 
the government on the reservation. 
An arrangement several years ago 
to kill the cayuses and make chick­ 
en feed and fertilizer of them fell 
through 
because the Indians de­ 
manded $8 a head instead of IS. 


Ing to Miss Cox. in a specific case, 
she says, outline o? a course is pre­ 
pared by the instructor actually of­ 
fering the course on the campus.
